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TEN  NEW  or  revised  programs  are  introduced  in  this  issue  of  Folio.  Listeners  will  also 
notice  extensive  rearrangements  in  the  times  and  sequence  of  programs.  KPFA's  staff 
has  analyzed  its  schedule  carefully,  drawing  on  many  of  the  new  program  resources 
which  open  constantly  to  the  station,  and  on  many  suggestions  from  listeners. 

New  programs  include  performances  of  Bach's  Unaccompanied  Violin  Sonatas  by 
Marvin  Ziporyn,  violinist,  each  Wednesday  night  at  9:00;  "Inside  KPFA,"  a  flexible 
program  which  will  air  listener  complaints,  criticisms  and  suggestions,  and  discussions 
between  the  staff  and  program  participants  about  personal  backgrounds  and  the  aims 
of  the  station. 

"Pony  Pegasus,"  Mondays  at  5:30  pm  (IV,  11),  broadcast  by  Flora  Arnstein,  poet 
and  teacher  of  creative  writing,  is  designed  to  stimulate  children  to  write  poetry  and 
to  enjoy  the  reading  of  poems. 

In  order  to  provide  interesting  and  informative  children's  programs  at  hours  when 
such  programs  are  most  valuable,  KPFA  is  beginning  an  extension  of  its  children's  pro- 
grams into  the  early  evening  hours.  "Ask  Pop,"  (IV,  9)  will  be  heard  Sundays  at  7:30  pm, 
followed  by  Josephine  Gardner's  engrossing  story  series,  "Once  Upon  a  Time"  (IV,  5). 
On  Saturday  night,  at  7:30,  a  new  drama  series  "Through  the  Looking  Glass"  transcribed 
by  the  BBC,  is  scheduled.  Stanley  Wilson's  half  hour  of  folk  songs  follows.  The  Round 
Table,  usually  heard  Saturday  nights,  has  been  changed  to  Wednesdays  at  8:00  pm.

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IF  PROOF  WERE  NEEDED 


The  large  Bay  Area  audience  for  good  re- 
corded music  had  a  shock  recently,  when 
one  of  the  region's  FM  stations  specializing 
in  that  field  announced  a  radical  change  of 
format.  For  more  than  a  year,  with  a  powerful 
signal,  the  station  had  programed  a  steady 
schedule  of  well  selected  and  carefully  anno- 
tated recorded  music.  It  published  a  weekly 
program  guide  to  which  reportedly  more 
than  4,000  music  lovers  in  the  area  subscribed. 
Before  the  advent  of  KPFA  the  station  was 
the  only  FM  on  San  Francisco  Bay  which 
provided  a  knowledgeable  and  thoughtful 
music  program— all  recorded,  but  good.  The 
station  solicited  advertising  and  its  schedule 
was  dotted  with  occasional  commercials  of 
notable  restraint  and  decency. 

But  these  were  not  enough,  apparently,  to 
support  its  operation.  The  station  announced 
that  it  would  no  longer  carry  its  distinguished 
schedule  of  serious  music.  Tea-dance  tunes 
from  the  standard  transcription  library  serv- 
ices became  its  forte,  with  other  accoutre- 
ments of  the  familiar  disk-jockey  routine. 
The  change  was  a  frank  effort  to  attract 
enough  advertisers  to  keep  the  station  going. 
There    was    a    hope,    presumably,    that    the 


long  groan  of  the  audience  would  be  drowned 
out  in  an  excited  clamor  of  new  commercial 
accounts. 

The  station's  new  format  will  serve  a  dif- 
ferent audience,  and  KPFA  wishes  it  well. 
But  the  object  lesson  in  this  experience  is 
one  that  deserves  sober  attention  among  the 
old  audience  now  abandoned.  People  who 
want  good  music  on  radio  have  never  had 
more  immediate  proof  that  the  advertising 
industry  will  not  provide  it  for  them.  And 
if  the  need  is  not  only  for  good  recorded 
music,  but  also  for  good  live  music,  good 
children's  programs,  and  constant  public  af- 
fairs programing  on  the  community  and 
national  levels,   this  proof  is  magnified. 

From  its  beginning  KPFA  has  insisted  that 
the  listener  who  wants  superior  radio  must 
assume  some  responsibility  for  it.  Until  that 
responsibility  is  taken  no  basic  relief  is  pos- 
sible in  the  unhappy  situation  described 
above.  KPFA's  listener-sponsorship  plan,  with 
its  subscription  of  $10  a  year,  is  a  direct  chal- 
lenge to  those  who  want  the  best  on  radio 
for  themselves  and  their  children.  By  this 
means  good  radio  can  be  supported.  Without 
such  support  it  cannot  exist.

"Golden  Voices,"  rare  recordings  of  famous 
operatic  voices  in  the  early  twentieth  cen- 
tury, will  now  be  heard  Sunday  evenings  at 
8:30.  Anthony  Boucher,  who  broadcasts  the 
program  notes  for  these  records  from  his  pri- 
vate   collection,    plans    to    relate    these    pro- 


grams to  the  current  opera  season.  Each 
week  he  will  select  famous  past  performances 
of  the  opera   to  be  heard   that  week. 

The  Folk  Music  Series  at  7:30  each  week 
night  has  been  redesigned  to  present  more 
varied  aspects  of  folk  music.  Jazz  and  tra- 
ditional folk  music  of  all  countries  have  been 
added  to  the  series  in  an  effort  to  include  a 
more  comprehensive  and  entertaining  study 
of  this  music.  Tom  Quinn  on  Wednesdays, 
introduces  Jelly  Roll  Morton's  Library  of 
Congress  recordings  of  the  history  of  jazz, 
with  examples  of  the  developing  techniques. 
Mondays  and  Thursdays,  Bert  Gould  pro- 
grams African,  Haitian,  Indian  and  music  from 
various  other  countries  with  an  emphasis  on 
the  musical  structure.  Tuesdays,  Jack  Spicer 
introduces  Bay  Area  folk  singers  to  the  KPFA 
audience.  Fridays,  Richard  Moore  programs 
work  songs  and  sea  chanteys.
